REMARKS. 





It will be noticed that the above report is brought up to the 17th of 
January, 1862, covering thirteen and one half months, it being more 
convenient to commence the financial year, after the bills are paid at 
the January Term of Court. 

We have found great difficulty in examining the books, papers and 
accounts generally belonging to the Farm—to intelligently and satis- 
factorily understand them so as to present a correet report of their 
true condition, but have endeavored to make the report as accurate as 
their partially unsettled condition would allow. Up to the first of 


te

March, we have not been able.to effect a settlement with Mr. Frye.— 
Two meetings of the Board have been appointed for that purpose, and 
he has been notified, but has not appeared or in any way assigned a 
reason for neglecting our request, and has never intimated to usa de- 
sire for the adjustment of his unsettled accounts. . 

On the 17th of January, 1862, John Frye’s connection with the 
Farm, as Superintendent, terminated, agreeably to a unanimous notice 
of discharge from the Commissioners, and on the same day, George G. 
Bumpus, of Tewksbury, Mass., assumed the office, and from the large | 
experience of Mr. & Mrs. Bumpus, and the qualifications they are cred- 
itably recommended to possess, for successful management, we are con- 
fident the moral and financial condition of the Institution will at an 
early day indicate improvement. 

Since last June, the Commissioners have been at the Farm more 
than has been usual in past years, and although attended with expense 
to the County, circumstances existed which clearly indicated the ne- 
cessity of such a course, and after a long and careful investigation, 
they were thoroughly convinced that a,radical change was promptly 
demanded in the management. 

The past year, the numbers at the County Farm have largely in- 
creased. The amendment to the Pauper Law, which took effect July 
4th, 1861, in connection with the depressed condition of manufactur- 
ing, and mos¢ other kinds of employment, has caused the expenses at 
the Farm, and for Paupers off the Farm, to show an income which we 
hope more prosperous times will soon improve. 

‘The new law, regulating the settlement of Paupers, ina large num- 
ber of cases, has operated very hard on the feelings of old people who 
had gained a residence hefore 1820, and in some cases, arrangements 
have been made to have them remain with their friends, for a 
much less expense than the cost of keeping them atthe Farm. The 
Commissioners have felt that the best interests of the County, financi- 
ally, and the cause of humanity, demanded that at least they should 
be allowed temporarily to remain so. 

One large item of expense, has been for erecting new, and altering 
and improving old buildings. All the buildings of any importance, 
are now in good condition, and for several years the expense for im- 
provement and repairs should be small. | 

It being a positive necessity, the Commissioners, in 1860, decided to 
build a large barn, and the last year one has been erected, 108 by 41, 
and for construction and convenience, we think it equal to any in the 
County. The horse barn has been removed from the south to the 
north side of the street, it being much more convenient to have it con- 
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nected with the large barn. It has been extensively repaired, and two 
cellars built beneath it. One for the horse manure and pigs, and the 
other for vegetables raised on the Farm, Since the boiler was placed 
in the cellar of the Pauper house, there has been no cellar room suita- 
ble to keep vegetables. Connected with either of the old barns, was 
no cellar room, and on the side of the street where they were, it was 
not considered expedient to have any, as at some seasons of the year, 
they would be liable to be overflowed with water. One of the old 
barns being considered not worth repairing, has been taken down, and 
a large part of the material used in other buildings. A large and con- 
venient building for a wagon, tool and store house, has been erected 
mostly out of old he tarlat! on the north side of the street, near the 
railroad. The hogs being removed from the old building east of the Pau- 
per house, to the weiter under the barns, said house has been connected 
by a one story building, with the main building, and thoroughly fitted 
up in two stories for a men’s sitting room—three sleeping rooms and 
children’s sitting and play room on the lower, floor. On the second 
floor is a large school room, suitable also for religious meetings, Sabbath 
School, &c. Alsoa large room designed for a, men’s sleeping apart- 


ment. 
The large increase of Paupers, rendering it necessary to have addi- 


tional room for their accommodation, we requested John H. Maynard, 
Esq., of Manchester, to look the buildings over, and advise the best 
course to be pursued, having in view economy and humanity, and. 
his recommendation to add one story to the Pauper house, and make 
the attic higher posted and much larger, and also to remodel the hog 
house—met with our approval, and was adopted. 

The one story building in the yard, used for a sitting room and 
sleeping rooms for the men, has been much crowded the past year, and 
its dilapidated, miserable condition, has clearly indicated that any ex- 
penditure for repairs would be poor economy. The‘remodeling of the 
kog house will dispense with any further use for this building, and in 
the spring it will be removed, thus adding to the yard, room which is 
much to small to meet the requirements of health, humanity and good 
judgment. 

The school for children, connected with the Farm, has been kept 41 
weeks, and the average attendance has been 28. Miss E. B. Hour, the 
teacher, had the esteem and confidence of the Commissioners,
